OATS being introduced this 
4 year will be better and safer 
than ever before. But whether 
boatmen will use them more care- 
fully remains to be seen.

Brass . iS 
high in zine content and the zinc has 
the bad habit of leaving the alloy, so 
that what remains is a spongy copper 
so reduced in strength and volume 
For every struc- 
tural fastening in a boat it is hard to 
beat (bronze).”

While brass and bronze superfi 
cially resemble each other (each being 
composed basically of capper, zinc 
and tin), they are actually quite dif- 
ferent. Brass is an alloy of copper and 
zinc to which a little tin is added to 
increase the hardness. Bronze, on the 
other hand, is an alloy of copper and 
tin to which a little zinc 1s added to 
increase the fusibility. 

There is no doubt that Steward 
right—bronze is far superior to brass. 
But all is not lost simply because you 
used brass instead of bronze. The 
joker in the quote from Steward’s 
book is the phrase “exposed to salt

water.” By the time you countersink 
the fastenings, putty over them and 
apply three, four or five coats of paint 
to the hull, the fastenings will no 
longer be exposed to salt water—and 
if they aren't exposed, the salt water 
will be unable to attack the zinc in the 
brass. 

This being the case, there is no 
reason why your boat shouldn't last 
almost as long as one that has bronze 
fastenings. You must, however, take 
more-than-ordinary pains when re 
painting to be sure that the protective 
coating is properly maintained. And 
to make doubly sure, you may even 
have to repaint more often than 
usual 


COPPER GAS TANK 
ee TE NEED a new gasoline tank 
W for our 32-foot inboard boat and 
have been considering purchasing one 
made of copper. Experienced boatmen 
in this area tell us that gasoline and 
copper is a bad combination, that after 
a short time a gum will collect in the 
tank and clog the fuel lines. Do you 
have any information on this?”

The most common metals and al- 
loys employed in gasoline tanks are 
galvanized tron, galvanized steel, 
Monel, copper, copper-silicon and 
copper-nickel. Of all these, copper ts 
the least satisfactory because it has a 
bad effect on some gasolines 

These gasolines-—which were never 
intended for marine use, but tar too 
often are all that are avatlable—con- 
tain unstable hydrocarbons that tend 
to oxidize, thereby torming gum, a 
sticky substance that is sooner or later 
sucked up into the fuel system, where 
it clogs gas lines and carburetors and 
eventually, obstructs the engine’s in- 
take valves. Copper acts as a catalytic 
agent, hastening the oxidation and 
gum forming process. You would, 
therefore, be wise to employ a ma- 
terial other than copper for your tank 

This does not mean that all boat- 
men who have copper gasoline tanks 
should immediately junk them. If a 
proper gasoline is used, there is no 
danger of gum forming. 

What is the proper gasoline? The 
answer is: “Any gasoline having a 
name containing the word ‘marine’ 
Gulf Marine White, Mobilgas Marine, 
Texaco Sky Chief Marine, etc.” — G

Such development could be accom- 
plished either as a municipal venture 
or as a private undertaking. Examples 
of municipal marinas can be found in 
Atlantic Highlands, N. J., where a 325- 
slip facility provides the city with 
about $20,000 net per year; and in 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla., where a $2,- 
750,000 marina is expected to be fully 
paid for within five years. 

“Further studies of the Weehawken 
area will be necessary before any final 
decisions can be made by the Town- 
ship,” Robert W. Anderson, chairman 
of the planning board, pointed out. 
“Serious consideration will be given 
this proposal.”

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As in previous seasons, many speedboaters failed 
to complete the distance. This Class A hydro 
flipped at this year’s Lake Sammamish regatta. 


Seattle’s Hubert Entrop streaked to a new world’s 
outboard record with this Mercury-powered hydro. 
He hit straightaway speeds of nearly 110 mph. 


Alton Pierson set two five-mile competition records 
and a one-mile straightaway mark in the hot 280 
cubic inch hydro class with his Bo Bo Too. 
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this distinction because of his courageous and tenacious 
spirit of competition on the course. Yet Mira could also win 
a popularity contest among his fellow competitors with 
ease. As an example, for the second year in a row, he was 
voted the outstanding driver at the Mapes Trophy Un- 
limited hydroplane race, Tahoe City, Calif. 

During most of the season, Slovak was at the helm of 
Miss Bardahl, by no means the fleetest of this year’s Un 
limited class hydros. However, his spirit of determination 
helped him boot the Queen City Yacht Club entry from 
behind to win the final point race of the year, the Sahara 
Cup. Slovak’s victory at this Lake Mead, Nevada, event 
gave Miss Bardahl and owner Ole Bardahl a slim six-point 
edge over George Simon’s Miss U.S. 1 for the season's 
high point championship 

Five years ago Mira Slovak, a Czechoslovakian aircraft 
pilot, hijacked a commercial plane complete with its pas- 
senger load and flew over the Iron Curtain to freedom in 
West Germany. Today he is a. United States citizen and 
his non-racing time is spent as an employee of Boeing Air- 
craft 

There are others among the Unlimited group who earned 
plaudits during the season. Jack Regas, holder of the world’s 
Unlimited class speed record at 194.649 mph for the kilo 
meter distance, brought out of retirement the mothballed 
aging record holder, Hawaii Kai. He drove her through 
90 miles of carefully paced competition to win the Gold 
Cup. Regas was one of four drivers from among nearly 
20 who were able to powell the show boats of speedboating 
through three full heats at the season’s big go at Lake 
Washington. 

Freddy Alter of Detroit deserves more than passing 
credit as the helmsman of Miss U.S. J, campaigning the 
Detroit speedster to the closest runner-up spot in Unlimited 
class history, scoring 2069 points to Bardahl’s 2075 

Among the limited inboards, one of the classes that has 
increased tremendously in popularity during 1958 is the 
280 c.1. hydro. Entry fields of 12 to 16 have not been un 
usual. This is a stock class: the boats of 16° minimum hull 
length are similar in their three-point design to the fleetest 
of the limiteds, the 266’ers. Fuel in the 280s is restricted 
to gasoline and the engines, most of them Chevrolets, must 
be of United States manufacture and are limited to those 
stock automobile engines listed in the National Automobile 
Dealers’ Red Book. The only modifications permitted are 
those necessary for marine conversion 

This vear, King of the 280's was Alton Pierson, Queens- 
town, Md., driver of Al Baker's Bo Bo Too. Pierson led 
his competitors in high points, racking up 8396. This means 
that with the 400 maximum number of points possible at 
any given race meet, Pierson was a busy campaigner indeed 

At the Eastern States Regatta at Norristown, Pa., Pier 
son drove Bo Bo Too to a 78.057 mph average during five 
miles of competition and at the same meet set a straight 
away speed record of 104.219. Later in the season the 34- 
year-old beer salesman won the 280 c.i. hydroplane Na 
tional Championship at the Fifth Annual International Cup 
Regatta of the Pasquotank River Yacht Club, Elizabeth 
City, N. ¢ At this race where eleven world’s marks fell, 
Pierson averaged a record-shattering 80.573 mph in one 
five-mile event to break his own world’s mark 

At the same Elizabeth City October event, Rodney Brog- 
den, Warwick, Va., drove his Kitty B., a 225 c.1. class 
hydro, through the mile traps at 111.801 mph. This too 
was a new world’s record. Despite this tremendous burst 
of speed, Brogden was not a prominent contender for the 
225 crown, which was won by Henry Vogel of Rochester, 
N. Y., in My Sin I/1 at the Seattle class championships in 
early August. Vogel also set a five-mile record at 81.670 
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United States ts already the premier vacht racing nation of 
the world. No other country could match POPULAR BoaT- 
ING’s 1959 Honor Roll of ten crack skippers or produce the

There is another Mosbacher on the honor roll, Bob, 33- 
year-old brother of Bus and now a Houston, Tex., business 
man. The older brother has always claimed Bobby was the 
best sailor in the family, a contention difficult to prove, and 
the younger had his week of glory in mid-September on 
Long Island Sound, at Rye, N. Y. The occasion was the 
annual North American men’s championships tor the Mal- 
lory Trophy, among eight regional finalists sailing a round- 
robin series, this time in 30-toot Two Ten sloops 

By the fifth race, out of eight, Mosbacher had the series 
locked up and finished a fat six and one-half points ahead 
of Norman Freeman of the Central New York Y.R.A. 
Mosbacher’s record, 1-1-3-1-1-2-6-3. His crew: Peter Mas- 
terson, George Francisco 

Mosbacher, a Texas transplant, was the exception to 
Long Island Sound’s sweep of the North American individ- 
ual championships. Mrs. Nancy Underhill Meade, wife of 
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Briggs Cunningham skippered Columbia to an easy 
win in Cup races after a tough series of trials 
that almost saw 19-year-old Vim named defender. 


a commuting New York businessman, won the women’s 
title for the Mrs. Charles Francis Adams trophy in a thrill- 
ing struggle with the defender, Mrs. Jane Pegel of Lake 
Geneva, Wis 

Mrs. Meade represented American Yacht Club of Rye, 
N. Y., while the Noroton, Conn., Yacht Club, 20 miles to 
the east on the Sound, produced the North American junior 
champion, 16-year-old Kevin Jaffe. The Connecticut lad 
had to go all the way to Vancouver, British Columbia, for 
the Sears final while Mrs. Meade won on Lake Michigan 
at Chicago 

Going into the eighth and last race, Mrs. Meade was one- 
quarter point down to Mrs. Pegel and was interested only 
in beating her rival boat-for-boat. This she accomplished 
with a second to Mrs. Pegel’s fourth. Mrs. Meade, a former 
Star boat skipper from Bellport, L. I., had Mrs. Garrison 
Corwin and Mrs. Oliver Everett as crew in the Luders 16 
sloops. All were veterans of Adams Cup competition, Mrs. 
Meade in her sixth finals and winning for the first time. 

Young Jatfe had an easier series. He was never placed 
below third among the eight regional finalists and moved 
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Bus Mosbacher and Cornelius Shields, Sr., stand 
studying Sceptre’s lines in Newport. Bus, by 

superb tactics, kept Vim in America’s Cup contention 
until the very last, while Corny came out of 
retirement to coach Columbia on to victory. 
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Top Class B Runabout driver is Paul Kalb, who won 
year-end titles at both A.P.B.A. and N.O.A meets 
in a Champion Hot Rod-powered Sid Craft. 
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mph. At this same Pacific Northwest event, defending 
champion and veteran of the 48 cubic inchers, F. C. (Doc) 
Moor, Miami, Fla., in his Southernaire 1V, successfully 
defended his 1957 class title but this keenly-contested class 
brought forth a potential new star. Seattle's 17-year-old 
Chuck Lyford, a recent graduate from stock outboard rac- 
ing, drove Jack Colcock’s Rocker III like a veteran to de- 
feat Moor in one heat, with the race’s fastest average time, 
66.47 mph.

Finally the remarkable records of Carter Parrish, a 30- 
year-old service manager who gained the 135 c.i. high 
point crown in his boat Go Gal Go, and Bob Baxter, High 
Point, Md., 41-year-old druggist whose Gale /// dominated 
the 136 c.i. competition, round out our pick of 1958 in- 
boarders 

The past season was marked by considerable regenerated 
interest in the alky burning outboard ranks. This was due 
at least in part to the success of two imported racing mills, 
the German-built Konig and the British Anzani, plus the 
continued success of modified-to-alcohol Mercurys 

Among the exponents of hopped-up Mercs is a 27-year- 
old outboard mechanic from Quincy, Illinois. This racer, 
Arlen Crouch, finished the season with third places in both 
C Racing Hydro and C Racing Runabout at the N.O.A. 
year-end title events at McAlester, Okla. He then moved 
to the southeast to the A.P.B.A. sanctioned affair at Lake- 
land, Fla., where he became the meet’s only dual national 
title holder, winning C Service Hydro and the C Racing 
Runabout events. Crouch came within a plug’s gap dis- 
tance of being a triple crown winner, but flipped in the 
rough water while leading in C Hydro. 
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O. B. Aylor, from Texas, took N.O.A. Class F Hydro 
and Free-For-All titles with this hybrid Evinrude 
Powerhead-Mercury lower unit motor. 


During the year on the National Outboard Association's 
circuit another relatively new racer rose to prominence 
This is Bill Seebold, Jr., Granite City, IIL, somewhat of an 
iron man of egg-beater racing. For example, on a June 
afternoon at Creve Cour, Mo., Bill raced in 14 heats, 
driving seven different types of racing cratt. He wound 
up his day with second honors in A and B Hydro, a win 
in F Hydro, third in A Runabout, wins in C and F Run 
about and a second spot in C Service Runabout. A week 
later at East Prairie, Mo., driving seven different classes 
again, Bill won F Hydro, F Runabout and C Runabout 
took second in B Hydro and third place 1a C Service Hydro 
A Runabout and B Runabout. The following weekend he 
trailered his fleet of racing equipment into Carlinville, Hl 
This time he figured in six different classes, winning B and 
F Hydro, taking second place in C Service Runabout and 
third in Classes A, B and C Runabouts. This busy and 
successful driver finished the season with the National Out 
board Association's high point title in the bag and could 
actually have drawn the strings a couple of months before 
the season's end 

Other outboarders we single out for acclaim are O. B 
Aylor, Highlands, Texas, runner-up in D Hydro and | 
Runabout at the N.O.A. title meet, and winner of the | 
Hydro event in straight heats. He rounded out the three 
day meet by capturing the Fox Trophy for free-for-all 
hydros. In winning the F Hydro crown, Aylor drove a 
combination 4-60 Evinrude powerhead mounted on a 
Quicksilver unit. With this hybrid bomb he broke the 
N.O.A. five-mile record in both heats, averaging 63.424 
mph in the first then clocking 65.289 in the second to shat- 
ter the former mark by nearly 9 mph 

Iwo world’s records were set by Dick Spelman in spe- 
cial A.P.B.A. speed trials psior to this year’s National Stock 
Outboard regatta at Fort Lauderdale, Fla. He established 
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Carleton Mitchell's Finisterre won the Newport to 


Bermuda race for the second time in succession after 
a repeat win in the Miami to Nassau event. 
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steadily to the title, the Long Island Sound Junior Y.R.A.’s 
second straight Sears Cup championship. Crewing in the 
18-foot Flattie class sloops were Carolyn McCurdy and 
Peter Wilson 

The Star class, that world-wide flotilla that is one of the 
best organized, oldest and most ably run of all the one- 
design sailing groups, produced two skippers for PB’s honor 
roll 

The first is Bill Ficker, a young man from Newport 
Harbor, Calif... who won the difficult Star worlds cham- 
pionships at San Diego, Calif. Sailing Nhycusa with Mark 
Yorston as crew, Ficker bested 28 champions in a perform- 
ance that fell short of all-time greatness only because of a 
tenth place in the fifth and last race. Ficker had little to 
worry in that one because on previous days he had scored 
1-2-1-3 

Skip Etchells, the Star-boat builder from Old Greenwich, 
Conn., did not trail west, but he did clean up four big do- 
mestic Star events, the North American, the spring cham- 
pionship at New Orleans, the Atlantic Coast at Milford, 
Conn., and the Quincy Challenge Cup at Rockport, Mass. 
It was the best year Etchells, the Star worlds champion in 
1951, had ever had 

They will long remember the North Americans at Oxford, 
Md., because of gale-force winds in September. Only four 
of 38 finished a tune-up event while 10 were dismasted in 
There were 47 extremely able skip- 
pers on hand and Etchells beat this talent with a great 1-1-3- 
3-5 record. The crew? His wife, Mary. The boat? A new 
one never satled before. Its name? O'Toole, in keeping 
with the Etchells penchant for names derived from Irish 
antecedents. Skip and Mary won the spring series at New 
Orleans in a field of 33, the Quincy Bowl over 25 competi- 
tors and the Atlantic Coast among 17 with the veteran 
Shannon. Betore Shannon they had Shillelagh, another big 
winner.

Moving to another large one-design class, the Lightning, 
and its annual international championship regatta, we salute 
Hank Cawthra from Lake St. Clair, Mich., for taking the 
title for the second time after a five-year-lapse. The event 
was at Litthke Egg Harbor, N. J., and Cawthra won big by 
12 points with a 3-2-8-4-3 score. In action were 56 of the 
best skippers in this nation-wide fleet of 19-foot sloops that 
have found favor among both the teen-agers and the 
rocking-chair set. 

In the big boats that race hundreds of miles over deep 
soundings far from shore, there were two outstanding craft 
last year, Finisterre and Dyna. 

Carleton Mitchell's Finisterre recorded no new achieve- 
ments in 1958, but even more remarkably, she repeated 
older triumphs. In February the 38-foot yawl knocked off 
the Miami-Nassau event for the second year in a row. Then 
in June she came back and routed a huge fleet of 111 
starters in the Newport-Bermuda race, considered by many 
to be the number-one yachting event in our country. 

The race comes every two years and in 1956 Finisterre 
had beaten 88 competitors. This time she shattered prece- 
dence. Never before in 21 voyages to the little island had 
one yacht won two successive events, and Finisterre did it 
with ease as Mitchell's crack crew sailed an almost-perfect 
race 

Clayton Ewing's Dyna, the 58-foot aluminum-hulled 
yawl from Green Bay, Wis., was one of the many that 
bowed to Finisterre in the 625-mile run to Bermuda. But 
then she came back to the Great Lakes just in time to start 
the Bayview, Mich.—Mackinac Island run in early July 
The result? An easy win for the second year in a row. 

A week later Dyna tried the Chicago-Mackinac race and 
triumphed in that one too. The Lake Huron test had 69 — 
competitors, the Lake Michigan run 79. A year ago when 
brand new, Dyna had won her class but placed second 
overall in the Chicago-Mackinac. Nonetheless veterans 
consider her two-year efforts in the twin fresh-water classics 
to be without parallel. 

A round-up of other notable accomplishments in one- 
design and offshore events follows: 


ONE-DESIGN CLASSES 

ATLANTIC—Harry Platt of Cold Spring Harbor, N. Y., 
won title for this Long Island Sound class in fiberglass sloop 
Lantana. Platt was the defender and second came Briggs 
Cunningham Jr. in Spindrift. There were 24 competitors. 

BLUE JAY—tThere is no national championship for 
this booming 13-footer but Enid Levine of Mamaroneck, 
N. Y., and John Weidenhammer, Southport, Conn., were 
winners in the big open regatta on L. I. Sound. 

COMET—Ed Ryan, a 36-year-old electrical engineer 
from the Shrewsbury S. & Y. C., Oceanport, N. J., beat 38 
for this title, after years of frustration at Comet nationals. 

DRAGON—Richard Krauss and Walt Swindman, two 
old Lightning-class antagonists from Toledo, O., fought 
it out for U. S. championship in this Olympic-games class. 
Krauss took it by one-quarter point at Catawba, O. 

5.5 METER—Ernie Fay, the little shipbuilder from 
Houston, Tex., was a gracious host but a fiery competitor 
at a three-event international regatta on Galveston Bay, 
Tex. Fay, in Sabre, won all three events, the U. S. national 
championship, the Giovanelli Cup and the famed Scandi- 
navian Gold Cup. At Bermuda in the spring George O'Day 
cleaned up, sailing Vic Sheronas’ Rush IV. 

FLYING DUTCHMAN—A newly-designated Olympic 
competition class, the F.D.’s in this country have been 
completely dominated by Harry R. Sindle of Little Falls, 
N. J. Sindle won his fourth straight national title from 32 
competitors in a fiberglass hull at Miles River Y. C., St. 
Michaels, Md. He scored 1-1-1-1-8.

Ayers, Fort Smith, Ark., captured N.O.A. Class C 
and D Hydro Stock titles, with new records in both. 
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the record time of 35.25 mph for Class F Utility and 63.34 
mph for F Hydro over 12 nautical mile courses. 

Wally Adams, Auburndale, Fla., exponent of the com- 
bined virtues of Sid-Craft hydros and Konig power plants, 
had quite a year for himself, too. He established an N.O.A. 
Class B Hydro straightaway mark at 70.039 mph. He was 
the first U.S. driver ever to top 70 mph with a 20 cubic inch 
power plant (recently Adams’ mark was toppled by Jim 
Coulbourn, Burlington, N. J., with the same make boat and 
motor at 72.144 mph). Adams also won the N.O.A. B 
Hydro title, clocking a new five-mile record at 57.841 mph; 
was runner-up in A.P.B.A.’s Class A title fest. Earlier in 
the year he had set an A.P.B.A. five-mile competition mark 
in Class A Hydro at 54.417 mph.

SMALI versatile iceboat that would be easy and in- 


expensive to build was the goal of the Detroit News 
Craftsman’s Shop in 1937. The happy result was the 
DN (for Detroit News) 60, a trim little craft designed by 
Archie Aarel, with the help of Joe Lodge and Norm 
Gerrett 
Since the origin of the International DN Ice Yacht 
Racing Association in 1953 by younger members of the 
Detroit Ice Yacht Club, North Star Sailing Club, and 
Western Michigan Ice Yacht Association, DN’s have be- 
come increasingly popular through Michigan, Illinois, Ohio, 
Wisconsin, New York, New Jersey and parts of Canada 
because of their rigid one-design features and simple con- 
struction procedures. Plans are available through William 
B. Sarns, secretary of the International DN racing group, 
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40240 Moravian Drive, Mt. Clemens, Mich., and sell for 
25 cents, including details giving dimensions for making 
your own hardware. 

POPULAR BOATING’S ice boating survey indicates con- 
centrated interest in DN class racing along the Great Lakes 
coastline and on Long Island’s windswept Great South Bay. 
There are at least 450 registered boats in the class at the 
moment, and approximately 100 more in various stages of 
construction. Costs range between three and four hundred 
dollars, with hardware, wood, and nylon or cotton sails 
included 

According to Jack Young of West Islip, and Macklin 
Boettger of Babylon, Long Island, “setups” and those “wait

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direction without any waves as signposts. Learning to sail 
to leeward seems to be the toughest part for beginners 
until they get it through their heads they must exactly 
duplicate the course of the windward run. Only time there’s 
any danger is going across the wind. Pertect DN sailing 
conditions would require plenty of space with the wind up 
ind down.” 

You can build the DN without any special equipment 
but you will need 25 or 30 clamps tor the spars, a heated 
room in which to glue the mast, and a router tor the stots 
in both the mast and boom. Since C-clamps may run as 
much as $1.50 each, it might be wiser to have your local 
lumber vard do the necessary routing. As an economy 
measure, you can also make up your own clamps out of 
two-by-two Strips fastened by carriage bolts 

Use the finest Sitka spruce available, with particular at 
tention to the runner plank, the Achilles’ heel of any DN 
The ideal combination is maximum strength and flexibility 
combined with minimum weight. You can experiment with 
the planks, for they lend themselves readily to the in- 
ventive leanings of an ice boatman. While one plank may 
perform ideally in light air, it might work badly in rough 
weather. It’s entirely possible to own two or three runner 
planks, each designed for a particular lake or specific wind 
conditions. Reports from Association Secretary Sarns in-

dicate a few experimental glass coatings and even complete 
glass runner planks will be in use this year. 

In building the DN fuselage, lay out the side panel on one 
piece of plywood stock and the vertical lines for the sta- 
tions on both pieces. Nail the two pieces together with the 
lines on the outside, and cut to contour; then separate the 
pieces. Cut out the bulkheads, seat back, stem and stern. 
To assemble, fasten the sides to the stern block, leaving 
the station lines on the inside of the side pieces. Use 12” 
No. 10 screws, and glue all joints. Install the No. 9 bulk- 
head, then place the remaining bulkheads in position and 
bend the side panels around them. Install the stem block, 
then glue and screw the bulkheads in place. 

Cut out and fit the plywood for the cockpit floor. Screw 
the %” square listings in around the edges, then to the 
floor. Next install the listings at stations 5, 6, 7, and the 
cockpit knees. Cut out the deck panels, leaving stock on the 
outside edges. Screw decks in place with 1” No. 8 screws 
placed four inches apart, then trim deck edges. 

The runner plank is made up of two planks glued to- 
gether to form a slight crown. Stock should be slightly 
oversize. Finish one edge of each plank straight. On one, 
draw a line across the center of the plank at right angles 
to the straight edge; then draw parallel lines at each end, 
equidistant from the center. Rest the ends of the two planks 
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Because of its light weight, 
DN is easy to transport on 
top of the family car. 


on saw horses with the ruled plank on top. Cut a 2 x 4 or 
stick so that when it is placed between the centerline on the 
top plank and the ceiling, it will give 42” more crown 
than desired for the finished runner plank. 

Mix 12 ounces of waterproof glue and coat the facing 
sides of the planks. Place the pieces together and put a 
clamp on each side at the center. Bend the crown down 
with the stick from the ceiling. Check each end and the 
center with a level at right angles to the straight edge. Put 
11 more clamps on each side, spaced out between the 
center and the ends; recheck with the level. After the glue 
has set, remove the clamps and cut the runner plank to its 
finished contour. 

Mast and booms are each made up of two pieces of stock 
glued together. Finish the tunnel edge on each straight. Cut 
the tunnel on each half with a molding cutter and sand 
well, leaving no rough spots or sharp corners. You'll need 
24 clamps for the mast and 15 for the boom; eight ounces 
of glue for the mast and five ounces for the boom. Glue 
mast and boom with the tunnel up, putting clamps on from 
the bottom. Clean excess glue out of the tunnel by push- 
ing a piece of cloth through with a stick. After glue has 
set, cut to contour and rough the corners off with a circular 
saw. Glue in the masthead block. Shape up with a hand 
plane, a spoke shave, and hand sandpaper. Bore a 1'i9” 
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Light construction and simple building procedures make 


it possible to assemble the DN in two weeks of evenings

The tiller may be made of one piece of 144” square oak 
or two pieces of 4s” x 144” stock. If the square stock ts 
used, rip it down the center for a distance of 35 inches. Put 
a 'a” bolt through as shown before spreading to install the 
handle and filler block 

Runners can be made in three types: plate, angle iron, 
and T-iron. The plate type is made up of a sheet of '4” cold 
rolled steel for the blade, which is sandwiched between 
two bars of 48” aluminum. The angle iron type consists of a 
wooden runner blade shaped to a V along the bottom 
edge. This edge is “shod” with a length of angle steel. The 
third type is similar, with a length of steel T-iron screwed 
to the bottom of the wooden runner. In each case a slight 
crown is machined into the edge of the iron along its 
length 

If you haven't all the necessary workshop materials for 
building a DN, or are dubious about your handicraft, you 
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can obtain hardware and hull kits. There are specialty items 
available so that the beginner can build the DN hull, and 
buy ready-made spars, hardware and runner planks. Over- 
all cost of an ice boat secured this way shouldn’t be more 
than $400. Kits or sources for parts are available from John 
F. Young, 106 West Islip Road, West Islip, N. Y., and 
William B. Sarns, 40240 Moravian Drive, Mt. Clemens, 
Mich. 

Most sailmakers will provide six ounce nylon sails 
(Dacron is against class rules) for about $85

riguez Cabrillo hung on it 400 years ago. It was still as 
Cabrillo had lett it, a land locked maze of mud flats and 
sand bars 

Because of the spirited selling program of a few fat 
sighted men and the resulting frenzy of dredging and de- 
velopment, San Diego is now running neck and neck with 
the demands of its exploding boat population. The scene 
here 1s a picture of mild contusion rather than utter chaos 

Untortunately, there is contusion. What else could you 
expect when as many as 1,500 boats, most of them with 
ski rigs, descend on Mission Bay’s 790 acres of usable 
water on a single weekend? The armada oc skiers zip past 
sizable fleets of sailboats, weave in and out of determined 
bay fishermen and churn up the water until hell won't 
have it 

Even San Diego Harbor, a great horseshoe bay, which 
curves around the city’s western doorstep, providing 22 
square miles of shelter, has its problems, the mass of sailors, 
skiers and stinkpotters have to compete with a huge fleet

of navy vessels and several squadrons of Navy and Coast 
Guard flying boats. Imagine the hurt feelings when a couple 
of Martin Mariner Airplanes want to set down in the middle 
of a sailboat race or when someone pulls the hook back 
in Washington and a hundred war ships decide to get out 
of the harbor fast 

However, the big problem in San Diego Bay has not 
been boating room; the Navy and the world of pleasure 
boating seldom come to grips in reality, and besides, there 
is always the ocean, where most of sailing and fishing takes 
place by preference. The difficulty has been how to get 
facilities for the trailered boats and where to find slip and 
mooring space for the bigger fellows. 

In 1948, there wasn’t a single public small boat launching 
ramp on the entire bay. Docking space was pretty well taken 
up by two private clubs. 

But for the terrible-tempered John Bate, San Diego's 
fire-eating port director, and a thing for years known as 
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Western end of San Diego harbor is shown in fore 
ground and Mission Bay to the north. Shelter Island 
provides a deep water dockage area for yachts, to 
the left, and a commercial basin at the right.

Bate, a burly bundle of energy, got his nickname, “John 
the Terrible” back in those early days when he began 
storming for Shelter Island, alias Bate’s Folly. At that time, 
the island was nothing more than a half mile long sand 
spit, which ran parallel to Point Loma at the northwestern 
end of the bay. It was several hundred yards off the shore 
and served as a yachi shelter of questionable standing 

The port director’s plan for converting this spit into a 
self-supporting island and improving the yacht harbor, met 
with a storm of protest from Point Lomans. They rather 
liked the old sand bar and feared a honkytonk type of de 
velopment. But after pounding many tables and roaring 
down the opposition, Bate won his battle 

He was told to vo ahead and develop his island, but to 
do it with port funds or be damned. Far trom being 
damned, he won the applause of almost every yachtsman 
in the area in less than 10 years. For the comparatively 
small sum of $1,200,000 he gave San Diego one of the 
finest boating facilities on the Pacific Coast 

Bate’s folly is now a handsome, palm-lined island, a mile 
long and 300 yards wide. The dubious yacht shelter was 
dredged to 20 feet to provide material tor the island and 
an arm connecting it to the shore. The causeway sep- 
arates the yacht bay from a spacious commercial basin, 
lying to the east 

Shelter Island has spawned two yacht clubs, two boating 
marinas, and a boatel, with total slip space tor more than 
750 boats. Plush restaurants on either end of the island 
give San Diegans an opportunity to watch boating activity 
while they dine 

One of the nation’s busiest small boat launching ramps 
is located on the outside of the island. Sheltered by the 


half-moon jaws of two rock jettles, the concrete ramp ts 
' 


capable of handling six boats simultaneously. It launched 
more than 1,200 boats in a six hour period last summer 
during the height of San Dievo’s Yellowtail Fishing Derby 

The causeway is dotted with six boat-building and ship

The initial investment has given the area its much needed 
second arm to the sea and a sizable boating area in sheltered 
waters. When finished a few years from now, it will be one 
of the world’s great aquatic playgrounds 

Since 1945, when the city voted two million dollars to 
begin the mammoth job of scooping out some 24 million 
cubic yards of muck to achieve its wild dream, the project 
has remained a controversial issue. It has been mired by 

jumble of conflicting plans and has lacked the dynamic 
leadership which drove San Diego Harbor’s project to a 
speedy completion 

Finally, the project at Mission Bay is out of the mud and 
at this time has transtormed about half of the area into 
park and water. The current master plan—there have been 


no less than seven in recent yvears—calls for 2.065 acres 


of usable water, six public small boat launching ramps and 


dockage for 12.650 boats. On the 2.134 acres of park land 
will be boatels, luxury hotels, restaurants, motels. fuel

a sailor. The wake stops him dead. Woe is the skier who 
spills nearby after such a breach of courtesy. The outraged 
skipper may tack over in a twinkling and shoot for the ski 
line.

Many water skiers are already overflowing into the 
underdeveloped bay, preferring to face the mud flats rather 
than the swarm of tellow skiers.

Q: You speak about flexibility in design and construction

of our owners vou would hear that they never had a more 
easy time building a boat than they have with us.

Today, as vice-president and plant manager 
of Cruis-Along, he clings tenaciously to the yard’s high 
standards of craftsmanship. In 44 years of lofting, working

In company with Cruis-Along’s president, Ray Nelson, 
I gave her a full dav’s shakedown on the Patuxent River 
and in ¢ hesapeake Bay. Her safety score was above ave! 
age, and with the addition of non-shatterable glass in the 
windshield instead of heavy plate vlass she would have 
earned an excellent rating. Forward wraparound cabin win 
dows on either quarter are heavy plexiglas. Cruis-Along ts 
now considering installation of windshield satety glass 

Standard safety equipment on this boat also includes a 
bilge blower and an electronically operated gas sniffer, both 
venerally listed as extras by other builders 

Nothing is wanting in the handling characteristics and 
response of the Cruis-Along under way. Put into a tight

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The Most Neglected EMERGENCY 


By Elbert Robberson 


YUPPOSE you've taken some guests on a pleasure cruise. 
KJ Your guardian angel taps you on the shoulder and says: 
“Confidentially, at two this afternoon, you're going to fall 
overboard No fooling!” 

Unless you were pretty silly, you would immediately 
start drilling the guests, so that by 2 p.m. they'd be able to 
pull you out of the water before you could wonder what 
happened 

But, here is an odd thing. Just because nobody comes 
around in advance, with warning of some mishap, all too 
many boatmen neve! prepare for such an accident We 
ned toward the feeling that nothing can happen to 
us, especially today. Well, things do happen, and although 
it would be morbid to go around worrying, it is foolish 
not to recognize possibilities.

On all too many boats, if the skipper is incapacitated or 
lost, the one person who could get himself, the boat and its 
passengers out of a pickle, is suddenly unavailable. Such 
calamities have arisen from occurrences ranging from eat- 
ing potato salad to suffering a seizure or slipping on deck

h proper preparation, you can be ready for this 
emergency, and save your own supine skin sometime by 
getting home or to help before all hands are reduced to 
scooping up plankton at chow time. 

Ihe skipper’s services may be lost or curtailed for a 
number of reasons, among them, medical. If you don't 
carry an M.D. aboard at all times, you should at least 








have a complete first-aid kit with instructions that any 
novice can follow. An excellent handbook is entitled 
“Medical Emergencies in Pleasure Boating,” by Nicholas 
C. Leone, M.D., and Elisabeth C. Phillips, R.N. Hand- 
books on small-boat first aid are available from other nau- 


tical-book publishers. These items should be situated on 


the boat so that they are not only accessible, but also in 
plain view, so a stranger could find them and put them to 
use. 

But whether a mishap involving the skipper is medical 
or mechanical, the next important requirement is having 
a person who can take over command of the boat and her 
subsequent operation. 

The ideal sailing companion is another sailor, who knows 
as much about the boat as you do. But in practice, sailing 
companions vary in usefulness from the ideal to zero-point- 
zero. -Actually, if there is no one aboard who could take 
over for him, the skipper has been delinquent. 

Naturally, you cannot put your passengers through a 
rigorous Course in seamanship and engineering, but you 
can do much in this direction by following a simple rou- 
tine. And you don’t have to be a Captain Bligh. A good 
many important points can be put across conversationally, 
and without the victim knowing he is being instructed. 

First of all, unless you know first-hand that your pas- 
sengers are skilled at boating, assume that they know 
absolutely nothing of what goes on inside the gunwales. 
Assumptions on your part, and very often taking guests 
at their word, can be misleading. You might imagine your.

SEATTLE SEA TRAMPS 











. LAR BOATING takes pleasure in saluting a group of West Coast sailors 

believed to be unique in American boating. As described in last year’s 
February issue, “The Sea Tramps” club of Seattle, Washington, has done more 
than any other club in the country to rid its area of unsightly wrecks and produce 
new skippers by salvaging old hulls and engines for service in the ownership of 
people who otherwise could not afford boating. 

Sometimes called “Hoboaters” and “Water Frontiersmen”, the club was born 
of an idea broadcast by Al Cummings, bearded disc jockey on Seattle's radio 
station KING 
advise him how to go about acquiring a boat he could afford 


He wondered aloud over the air if there was anybody who could 
Ihe response Was 
astounding, most callers identifying themselves as tellow sea-dreamers. Within 
90 days, Cummings had a list of 150 companion aspirant boat-owners, all poor 
to-a-man 

The Sea Tramps club was formed, by-laws were written, and a burgee com 
missioned. The Tramps’ creed ts light-heartedly spelled out on cach membership 
card: “ to be a noble person of little or no means but great seafaring ambi 
tions, willing to volunteer his valuable time and aching back to his tellow indi-

In operation, the Sea Tramps meet once a month to swap ideas and material. 
A mimeographed bulletin listing latest leads on old hulls and engines is circulated 
A committee known as “the ice pick crew” aids members by tracking down and 
checking-out hulls, issuing a “health report” of their findings. Study groups under 
the tutelage of boat builders and operators, the U.S. Coast Guard Aunihary, and 
experienced members, cover every subject from caulking seams to celestial 
navigation 

All-hands operations for volunteers are reminiscent of early American pioneer 
husking bees and barn raisings; the Sea Tramps’ community effort includes such 
jobs as painting or launching a member's boat. Local marine industries have 
also provided help and encouragement. 

Because of the nature of its objectives and its outstanding success in fulfilling 
them, the Sea Tramps of Seattle deserve commendation from boatmen every 
where.
